A KNIFE 
EATER. 


The following from the Paris Siccle, 


about an American sailor nomed Jobn 
Cummings, puts to the blush the pal- 
try performance of the Parisian who 
swallowed o single fork: 


"On the first occasion this man swal- 


lowed fourteen knifes. 
As may be sup- 


posed, he was ill in consequence ; but ho 
recovered, and was able to recommence 
his exploits. 
Being made prisoner by 


an English ship in 1803, he suffered 
himself to be persuadcd'to satisfy the 
curiosity of the crew. This time he 
swallowed seventeen knives in the course 
of two consecutive days. But ho was 
then attacked by excessive pains which 
required the aid of a surgeon, under 
whose care he remained for eighteen 
l months. He was then dismissed as in- 
capable of service. Twice in the year 
1807, he entered Guy's Hospital, Lon- 
don, and was attended their by Dr. Bab- 
Lgton,who had much difficulty in be- 
lieving the account which the man gave 
of the origin of his illness. 
He left the 


establishment, but again returned to it 
in 1808, under the care of Dr. Currie, 
and died there in the following year, 
after seven months' Buffering. 
When 


the body was opened there were found 
in it fourteen knives, all corroded and 
partly dissolved. 
On one of them, how- 


ever, the name of the maker might be 
still distinguished; a copper button and 
part of a silver setting which had adored 
another were scarcely touched, but the 
nttils, springs, and hom handles wore 
in a state of decomposition. Iho linal 
malady and dcuCh had been caused by 
the shaft of a large knifo becoming hzed 
across the intestine.. 
The stomach it- 


solf was not at all injured, and Cuuis 
mings, after his last expeumont, hud 
eaten with excellent appetite.
